On July 15, 19388, I bought a 
five months old calf weighing 435 
pounds.

I now began to add corn chops to 


the above feed. 

In October at the Coffee County 
Fair I won first prize on my calf, 
for which I received $10.00. On 
January 15th, he weighed 850 
pounds. I now fed him chopped 
corn, cottonseed meal, and a small 
amount of hay. This was continu- 
ed until the last three weeks of 
the feeding period, when I added 
linseed meal and oyster shell flour 


to his rations,

BACK YARD GARDENS—Many 
ot us have the idea that we must 
have a garden covering an acre 
er more or we cannot have home 
frown vegetables but this is a mis- 
faken idea, You can grow vege- 


tables in your yard if you will 


only learn the facts and try as 
you should, You can even grow 
vegetables on your porches or on 


your roof if you are willing to do 


the work, Your front yard is a 
fine place to grow many of your 


most delicious vegetables. I would 


like to tell you how I would go 
about growing vegetables in my 


yard, on my roof or in my porch. 


In my opinion the turnip green is 
the most important vegetable to 


be grown in the garden. We should 
use turnip greens every month in 


the year. A small bed in your 


back yard or your front yard will 


produce a quantity of greens, In 


order to grow turnip greens you 
must have a very rich place and 
# reasonable amount of moisture, 
You can supply the fertilizer and 
the moisture if you will only do it. 
An average size flower bed will 
produce a quantity of turnip 
greens. Break your soil deep and 
use a quantity of cow lot fertiliz- 
er. You cannot make it too rich. 
You do not need potash or phos- 
phate. Commercial fertilizer is 
not needed in growing turnip 
greens, I would suggest that you 
plant a small plot of ground every 
two weeks. You should have four 
places in which to grow your tur- 
nips. If each place is four feet 
square you should be able to grow 
enough turnips for the average 
family to have them three times 
each week. After your turnips 
are up you should see to it that 
the bed is moist at all times. If 


you will put the fertilizer and the 


water to your beds you will get 
the turnips as you want them, 


The next mest important thing to 


grow in a yard garden is toma- 
toes. There is no end to the 
amount of tomatoes to be grown 
in a yard. The secret lies in prop- 
erly fertilizing your tomatoes. It 
is best to have your tomato vines 
near clay if you have such a 
place. A clay pit will produce fine 
tomatoes if you will supply the 
fertilizer and the water, I knew 
of a man who buried a bale of 
peanut hay on which he had plac- 
ed about ten pounds of phosphate

FARMER JONES AND HIS 
COW PEN

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S—There are three 
ciasses of folks in this section who 
miy have pardens, The first class 
is composed of those of us who 
live out in the country or in the 
edge of town where we have an 
tbundanee of land and where we 
cun grow all the vegetables and 
patches we need, There is no ex- 
cuse for this class having less than 
an abundance of everything to be 
grown in # garden, The second 
class includes those of us who 
live in town or in congested areas 
Where our garden space is limited 
fo a very small plot of ground on 


sssgesaeteageease 
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plants over the buried hay and 
never worked or watered the vines 
afterward, The vines grew so rap- 
idly that they went over the top 
of his small barn, He gathered 
fomatoes from those two vines un- 
til frost killed them, You ean do 
the same thing in your yard, Six 
tomato vines will about supply 
your family if you will make them 
do their best, Tf you will dig a 
hole about two feet deep and two 
feet wide for each hill and fill this 
hole with rich fertilizer you will 
hardly make yourself believe thut 


you are the man who did the trick. 


Be sure to put in an abundance 
of phosphate and potash, You do 
not need very much cow lot fer- 
lilirer as it will grow too much 
vine, After your plants are up 
ehout knee high you should prune 


them twice each week, You should 


also build a trellis for the vines 


to run on, Two stobs by each 
vine will be better than no stob 
at all but T doubt that stobs will 
aoe if you have an abundance of 


fertilizer, Lumber sticks or 


round poles may be used and you 
should arrange for your vines to 
run as far as twelve feet or more, 
Nothing is more beautiful in your 
front yard than a few fine tomato 
vines. Do not furnish your toma- 
tces too much water as they do 
not need water in quantities. You 
should see to it that the ground 
never gets dry but you should not 
keep the ground wet. I would 
nol advise you to water your to- 
matoes oftener than twice each 
week, When you do water them 
you should do a good job. Six 
tomato vines will produce more 
than you can possibly consume if 
you will make them do their best. 
The next best thing to grow in 
your yard is butter beans, It 
would be hard for you to grow 
too many butter beans as you can 
always sell them for a good price, 
Six hills of butter beans will make 
more than you can use if you will 
cause them to do their best. Be 
sure to remember that your butter 
beans need potash. They also need 
some phosphate but they do not 
need very much cow lot fertilizer. 
I would suggest that you dig a 
few holes in your yard and these 
holes should be deep enough to 
hold the moisture at all times, Fill 
the holes with rich dirt which has 
been mixed with some cow lot fer- 
tilizer, Add a big helping of phos- 
phate and potash. Mix this fer- 
tilizer well and permit it to stand 
a few days before you plant. Ar- 
range for your vines to run on 
something and arrange for them 
to run just as far and high as they 
eare to go, You cannot grow but- 
ter beans successfully if you dou- 
ble the vines back or permit them 
to pile up. If they continue to 
grow you should continue to build 
something for them to grow on. 
Old wire is fine for a trellis. The 
one thing to remember is to fix 
it so the vines can continue to 
grow without piiling up or doubl- 
ing back. Do not give them too 
much water as they do not need 
it. Water them about as you 
do your tomatoes. Twice each 
week is enough but give them a 
f00d supply while you are at it. 
Six vines will not take up very 
much room in your yard and they 
will produce more butter beans 
than you can use if you will keep 
them bearing all the time, You 
should learn the art of feeding 
your plants as they need the food. 
Next to butter beans come you 
pole beans, The same thing is 
true of pole beans. You must 
have potash and phosphate if you 
pet the pole beans as you want 
them. Your pole beans will not 
run as far as do your butter beans 
but you should furnish what they 
need to run on if you want the 
beans, I believe that a pole bean 
needs a little more cow lot fer- 
tilizer than does a butter bean but 
the butter bean needs the most 
petash, Six hills of pole beans 
will about supply your family if 
you know how to force them into 
high production. Of course you 
ecun grow anything in your yard 
that you have been growing in 
your garden but some things do 
better when space is limited. You 
can grow beets just as you can 
your turnip greens, The same fer- 


| tilizer and the same size beds will! 


do about the same with beets as 


jit does with turnips. Some folks 
like to mix turnips and beets as 
| the turnips will come off early and 
| the beets can grow after the tur- 


rips have been moved, TI do not 
like this plan as you tear up the 


| roots when you move the turnips. 


I say plant them in separate beds, 
A flower box will produce a lot 
of beets if you will only put in the 
right kind of fertilizer and furnish 


| the water when it is needed. Please 


remember that a beet needs cow 
lot fertilizer and water if it is to 
do its best. Onions make a very 
attractive yard and you can grow 
them if you care to. All other 
vegetables may be grown in your 


|} yard but the ones above mention- 
ed will give the best results, If 


you will show me a home where 
there are no vegetables grown I

PAUL WINS RECOGNITION 
FOR GENTILE CHRISTIANS 


LESSON TEXT—Acts 15:23-29; Gala- 
tlans 2:1, 2, 9, 10, 

GOLDEN TEXT—A man ts not justt- 
fied by the works of the law, but by the 
faith of Jesus Christ,—Galatians 2:16, 


Persecution from outside was 
s00n followed by what was even 
more serious—difMficulty within the 
Church, If Satan cannot destroy 
God's work in one way, he cun- 
ningly tries another plan. Although 
the first council at Jerusalem (Acts 
11) had decided that ‘to the Gen- 
tiles also hath God granted repent- 
ance unto life,’ the question did not 
Stay settled, for there were persist- 
ent Judaizing teachers who now 
contended that even though the 
Gentiles could be saved, they had 
to come into the Chureh by way of 
Judaism and first fullfill the Jewish 
rite of circumcision. 

I. A Serious Difference of Opinion 
—Grace Versus Law 

The story of how this vital and 
fundamental question came up is 
found in the early verses of Acts 
15. The entire future of the gospel 
ministry was in a sense dependent 
on the solution of this problem. 
Christianity is the only religious 
faith in the world that presents 
justification by grace as the way 
of redemption; all others follow 
(more or less) the path of salvation 
by works. The question now was: 
Shall works of the law be mingled 
with grace—can Jesus Christ alone 
Save men, or is salvation through 
Jesus Christ plus something else? 
How was such a serious question to 
be settled? Should argument and 
strife be permitted to go on until 
the stronger party prevailed? Bet- 
ter judgment indicated the desira- 
bility of 

II. A Christian Method of Settle- 
ment—Council not Controversy 

There may be times when it be- 
comes the duty of the Christian 
worker to take an uncompromising 
stand for the truth of God and re- 
fuse to be moved, come what may. 
But certainly there should be no 
such spirit in dealing with differing 
interpretations of Scripture on the 
part of sincere and earnest Chris- 
tian brethren. How much would 
be gained in the Church today if, 
instead of magnifying differences 
and permitting personal desires 
and ambitions to intervene, men 
were willing to sit down in the spirit 
of Christ around the tables of Chris- 
tian council and brotherhood, pre- 
sided over and directed by the Holy 
Spirit (see Acts 15:28). 

The whole question was honestly 
and carefully considered by the sec- 
ond council at Jerusalem, with the 
result that there was a vindication 
of the preachers of God’s grace. 
After presenting a plain disavowal 
of those who had troubled them and 
subverted their souls (what a seri- 
ous thing it is to teach error con- 
cerning God’s Word!), the council 
being of one accord, gave recogni- 
tion to Paul anc Barnabas as men 
who had ‘“‘hazarded their lives for 
the name of the Lord Jesus’’ and 
were worthy of confidence and sup- 
port. 

No man should think more highly 
of himself than he ought. Humility 
is a Christian grace which well be- 
fits a sinner saved by grace. But 
the Bible abounds with admonitions 
to honor one another, to recognize 
the laborer as being worthy of his 
hire, to give recognition to those 
who are over us in the Lord. The 
brethren at Jerusalem were 
thoughtful and courteous enough to 
so honor and encourage Paul and 
Barnabas, We could well follow 
their example in recognition of 
faithful servants of Christ in our 
own church or Community, 

ii. A Momentous Decision—Sal- 
vation by Grace 

The final decision of the council 
is sent not only by Paul and Barna- 
bas, but also by a committee from 
Jerusalem, a gracious gesture of 
fellowship. Courtesy is not out of 
place in dealing with even such dif- 
ficult things as controversies on 
Christian doctrine—in fact it should 
be most in place in such a situation. 

As a matter of record (a wise 
procedure in such a case), a letter 
was sent which, after addressing 
the Gentiles as ‘“brethren,’”’ re- 
viewed the history of the matter 
and then, without mentioning cir- 
cumcision at all, puts upon the Gen- 
tiles ‘‘no greater burden than the 
necessary things."" And what were 
these? Those things which relate 
to purity of life as those who were 
enjoying Christian liberty. The law 
of Moses need not be kept as a 
ground of salvation. They were 
saved by grace. But grace can 
never be the cloak of careless liy- 
ing, nor can liberty in Christ be 
interpreted as license to live in sin. 
We are,set free in Christ, not that 
we may sin, but that we may ‘go 
and sin no more.”

AAA program, Bulk of payments 
are expected to be completed by 
May 1, the county agent said. 

The 1988 agricultural conserva- 
tion payments which are being 
miade now are in addition to the 
cotton price adjustment or “sub- 
sidy”’ payments, which were made 
iast fall, Mr. Sexton explained. 

The payments are being made 
to farmers at a time when they 
reed the money to finance this 
year’s crop and the distribution of 
AAA payments during the past 
eight months has had noticeable 
effect on local business. 

Meantime, A. W. Jones, admin- 
istrative officer in charge of the 
AAA, Auburn, announced that 
Alabama farmers will receive a 


| total of approximately $16,000,000 
|in 1938 cooperative payments. Of 


this total, Jones said $5,000,000 
has already been paid to farmers.

He Was Ashamed of

One day, about seventy years 


ago, & shy, timid, young man took 
| three little girls out for a boat ride 
on the Thames River in England. 


When he stepped into the boat, 


this young man was unknown, But 
when he stepped out of it, three 
hours later, he was on his way 
to become one of the famous men 
of the nineteenth century, 


His name was Dodgson, ‘That 


1s not the name you know him by; 


but that's his real name. 
Sometimes he was called Reyv- 


erend Dodgson and sometimes Pro- 


fessor Dodgson, for during’ the 


week he taught mathematics in 
Oxford University, but on Sundays 
he preached in a church, ‘ 


When he tried to talk to grown- 


up people, he often became con- 
fused and stammered—but he al- 
ways loved to tell nonsense stories 
te little girls. So, while out row- 
ing his hoat on the Thames River 
o.. this particular afternoon, he 
teld a whimsical story to his three 
lttle companions, 


He told them about a little girl 


who went to sleep and disappear- 
ed down a rabbit hole and awoke 
in Wonderland. They listened 
with wide-eyed astonishment, and 
forgot all about the boat ride and 
Legged the professor to write the 
story for them; so he sat up all 
night doing it. And since one of 
the little girls had the name of 
Alice, he valled the story Alice in 
Wonderland. 


He put the story away, and for- 


got all about it, for it never oc- 
curred to him that anyone would

Years later a friend of his came 
across the manuscript, brushed off 
the dust, read it, was enthralled 
by it and insisted on publishing it 
ut Professor Dodgson was shock- 
ed! What? Was he, a professor 
of mathematics in Oxford Univer 
Sity, going to let the world know 
that he wrote a nonsense story 
for children? No! It was beneath 
his dignity! He wouldn't think 
of it, 

So when Alice in Wonderland 
was published, it came out under 
an assumed name—the name of 
Lewis Carroll, 

It was a tremendous success. 


The book fairly enchanted the 
English-speaking world, was quick- 
ly translated into fourteen lan- 
guages, and people everywhere, 
from Tennessee to Timbuctu, were 
soon repeating: 


The time has come, the walrus 
said, 

To talk of many things, 

Of shoes, and ships, and sealing 
wax, 

And- cabbages and kings, 

And Why the sea is boiling hot, 

And whether pigs have wings. 


Year by year, Alice in Wonder- 
land has grown in popularity. 
Printing presses, thundering day 
and night, have tossed off one hun- 
dred and sixty-nine editions in the 
English language alone, For sey- 
enty years, it has remained the 
most popular children’s story in 
ell the world,
